btemployed in o2 about the execution ofthis Dur ozyinance, and carefully and diligently to do 
their vttermoſt endeanours, thatthis Dur Royall command herein ſignified and exp2eſled, bein 
all points duly perfozmed. And that they doe not ſuffer any perſon oz perſons whatſoeucr, with- 
inany of thetr P2ecincts, from andafter the publication of this Our Pzoclamation , tomake, 02 
canſe to be made. directly ozindirectly, any Starch , in any other manner, o2in any other place oz 
places within this Dur Realme of England, Dominion of Walcs, 02Pozt , o2 Towne of Barwicke, 
then byſuch perſons, and in ſuch manner,aud inſuch places as are herein directed oz (ntended,but 
that they vſe thetr vttermoſt powers and endeauours,by all lawfull meanes to hinderand ſup- 
Meſſe the ſame. And Our further will &command ts, That not onely Qurſa(d Commiſſioners, 
Which are,oz ſhall be appointed by Us to this purpoſe, but allo all other Pur Juſtices of Peace, 
Yatozs, Sherifs, Baylifs, aud other Qur chtefke Officers in allthe parts of Our Realme of Eng- 
land, and Dominion afozeſatd. andPozt and Zowne of Barwicke, when thenature and quality of 
theoffence and contempt (hal appeare to deſerue a moze exemplary pnniſhment as afozelaid,ſhall 
(auſe all and enery the offenders againſt any Bzanch, Article, oz partof this Our Royall Pzo- 
clamation, to be bound With ſurettes in good bonds to Our vle, fo: their appearance befoze Us 
' AndDurPzlivie Counſell,in Oar Court of Dtarre-chamber, there toanſwere their contempts.
